Sedalia was tentatively chosen 
as 
campaign headquarters for the New 
Constitution association being formed j 
by representatives of various educa­ 
tional and other organizations of the 
slate at a preliminary meeting held at 
Hotel Terry Saturday, and which was 
attended by fourteen representatives 
of different 
organizations 
interested 
in its purpose. 
In the meeting were representatives 
of the Missouri Teachers’ association, 
the League of Missouri Municipalities, 
Federation of Commercial Clubs and 
the St. Louis Bar association. 
Six other organizations 
have 
ex­ 
pressed intention of co-operating in 
the efforts being put forth for a new 
constitution for Missouri, they being 
the Missouri Medical society, Missouri 
Bar association, Missouri Good Roads 
association, 
Missouri 
Horticultural 
society, Missouri Saddle Horse Breed­ 
e rs’ association and the Kansas City 
Bar association. 
A temporary 
executive 
committee 
was named, composed of Dean W alter 
Williams, of the state university at 
Columbia, chairman; Dr. W. S. Dear- 
mont, president of the state normal at 
Cape Girardeau; Dr. 
W. 
H. 
Black, 
president of Missouri Valley college at 
M arshall; S. E. Davis, of the Mary­ 
ville normal, and William P. Evans, 
principal of Blow school, St. Louis. 
The 
following 
resolutions 
were 
adopted during the session: 
“Whereas the Missouri State Teach­ 
ers’ association through its committee 
has called a conference in Sedalia this 
day of the various organizations, all 
of whom have expressed an interest 
in obtaining a new constitution for 
the state of Missouri; and, 
“Whereas, there are present at this 
meeting representatives of the follow­ 
ing 
organizations: 
Missouri 
State 
Teachers’ association, tho League of 
Missouri Municipalities, Federation of 
Commercial Clubs and St. Louis Bar 
association for the purpose of consid­ 
ering ways and means 
of 
bringing 
about a constitutional convention to 
frame a new constitution for the state 
of Missouri. 
“Now, therefore, be it resolved that 
the representatives of said organiza­ 
tions present be and constitute an as­ 
sociation to be called the New Consti­ 
tution association, said membership to 
consist 
of organizations, representa­ 
tives of various organizations and in­ 
dividuals, and to have for its sole pur­ 
pose the bringing about 
a 
constitu­ 
tional convention. 
“And be it further resolved that for 
the present expedition of 
the 
work 
this organization authorizes 
the 
fol­ 
lowing committee to act as an execu­ 
tive committee: 
W alter Williams, Dr. 
W. S. Dearmont, Dr. W. H. Black, S. 
E. Davis and William P. Evans, and 
as the executive committee of the or­ 
ganization to further perfect the or­ 
ganization at as early a date 
as 
is 
possible.” 
The executive committee met dur­ 
ing the afternoon and decided to cre­ 
ate a general commute consisting of 
representatives of the various organi­ 
zations which affiliate and to draw a 
form of constitution to be simple, yet 
something all members can support as 
well as individuals. 
I>ean 
Williams 
and 
Prof. 
Evans 
were named a committee with power 
to act, whose duty it will be to find 
a manager for the campaign, and to 
secure headquarters, which it is un­ 
derstood will be in Sedalia. 
The procedure of securing a new 
constitution requires that 
the 
next 
general assembly issue a call for the 
new constitution. The legislature sub­ 
mits the proposition to the voters at 
a special election in which the voters 
vote yes or no on the issue of calling 
a constitutional convention. They also 
vote for delegates to constitute this 
convention, 
lf the vote on the mea­ 
sure is favorable the convention then 
prepares its draft to be submitted to 
another special election, and the next 
legislature passes the statutes making* 
the new constitution operative. 
Everything working successfully, it 
will require at least three years to ac­ 
complish the desired result.

army, the senate bill system of organ­ 
ization was retained as a substitute 
for the house system, 
wrhich 
wrould 
have recruited a maximum army of 
j 140,000 men. 
The regular line of the 
army, the bill now provides, can never 
be below 160,000, and its maximum 
strength in time of peace would be 
175.000 officers and men. 
In this calculation, however, there 
are excluded 5,723 Philippine scouts, 
6,409 in the • quarterm aster’s 
corps, 
7,290 in the medical department, 3,387 
in ihe signal corps and 
8,750' 
unas­ 
signed recruifs, a total of 31.650. 
I'rider the conference agreement the 
regular army wrould consist of sixty- 
five regiments of 
infantry, 
twenty- 
five regiments of cavalry, twenty-one 
regiments of field artillery, a coast ar­ 
tillery of 36,000, nine officers, and a 
large signal corps and seven regiments 
of engineers. 
In the aviation section 
the number of officers is increased 
from a total of 60 to 148. 
The volunteer reserve army of 261,- 
000 men provided in the senate bill, 
goes out, leaving the reserve arm y to 
the national guard, which will be fed­ 
eralized. 
A.1I officers and men. of the 
guard must take an oath of allegiance 
to the United States as well as' to the 
respective states. 
The national guard 
at 
maximum 
strength would be recruited on the 
basis of 800 men to each congressional 
district, which would aggregate a to­ 
tal of 425,000 men. This reserve force, 
together with the regular 
army 
of 
254.000 war strength, would produce 
a defensive force of 679,000 men.

USE OF CONVICTS ON R O A D S 1! 


Passed Through Period of Hysterical 
Wrangle Into One of Actually Suc­ 
cessful Accomplishment. 


‘ The use of convicts on the public 
roads has passed through the period or 
hysterical wrangle into a period of 
actually 
successful 
accomplishment 
and 
almost 
universal 
acceptation,’ 
stated E. Stags W hitin, whose new 
course in practical penal problems at 
Columbia university was recently an­ 
nounced. 
Doctor Whitin holds that the under­ 
lying motive in convict road building 
m ust be to secure the great efficiency 
for the state out of its possessions. 
But the convicts and the roads are 
property of the state, and the work­ 
ing of convicts upon the roads should 
eliminate many elem ents of w aste in 
the adm inistration of road and prison 
departm ents. 
“The efficiency of the convict on the 
road 
gang,’’ 
he 
continued, “differs 
greatly in different gangs. 
There is 
no doubt in my mind that the appli­ 
cation of the efficiency records in use 
at the present time in the Wisconsin 
road camps for free labor will tend 
even more perceptibly to raise the ef­ 
ficiency of convict labor. 
‘‘Incentive m ust be created before 
good work can be produced. 
Coop 
any of us up in a stuffy, unsanitary 
jail for several months, arraign us for 
trial amid the excitement of what wre 
misname as justice, and then take a 
few* m onths of breaking our spirit in 
prison surroundings and there is little 
likelihood that the thing we call ginger 
will be very apparent. 
There is defi­ 
nite need of building up if the convict 
is to return to society and make good. 
“The great need,” Doctor WLitin 
concluded, “is for the foreman of a 
convict road gang to throw his shoul­ 
der to the task and inspire his gang 
with the desire to be like him. 
The 
problem lies in securing such men aa 
foreman of the road gangs.” 
The graduate departm ent of high­ 
way engineering at Columbia univer­ 
sity has been in close touch with the 
national committee on prisons and 
prison labor, which is located on the 
campus, for a num ber of years. 
This 
work has been carried on under the 
joint direction of the departm ent and

Too Small— Ideal Shape— Too Long 


Much has been said about high rec­ 
ords made by hens in the egg-laying 
contests as well as records made by 
hens iii the yards of poultry breeders. 
The number of eggs produced i3 not 
all that should be considered, for an 
egg to be of value should be of good 
size and shape, and be covered with a 
sound, smooth shell. 
It is indeed very fortunate for the 
poultry industry that hens’ eggs are 
all so near the same size. The eggs 
of the different breeds in the nation­ 
al egg laying contest at Mountain 
Grove, Mo., varied iii weight from 2.03 
ounces to 2.29 ounces, while the hens 
themselves averaged in weight from 
3.12 to 6.36 pounds, and strange as 
it may seem, the hens whose eggs av­ 
eraged 
2.03 ounces 
averaged 
5.75 
pounds, while the ones whose eggs av­ 
eraged 2.29 ounces averaged only 3.40 
pounds each. In fact, the size of the 
hen has little or no influence on the 
size of an egg. 
A four-pound hen will 
lay an egg the same size as an eight- 
pound hen. 
The size and shape of an egg is a 
point all breeders can work for, as it 
is the only thing in common with all 
varieties. 
In poultry shows, the breeders of 


the various breeds and varieties can 
not enter a free-for-all competition on 
size of birds, shape, color, comb, ear­ 
lobes, shanks, etc., for they are not 
the same with different breeds, but 
the size and shape of all eggs should 
be the same. 
An ideal egg should be an oblong 
oval, slightly tapering from one end 
to the other and should weigh two and 
one-sixth ounces, or 26 ounces to the 
dozen. Eggs of this size and shape 
are the correct size to fill the stand­ 
ard egg case filler, and, if incubated, 
will give better results than where va­ 
rious sizes and shapes are incubated 
together. 
The old idea that round eggs hatch 
pullets and the long eggs hatch cock­ 
erels is incorrect, for a hen lays uni­ 
formly shaped eggs regularly which 
hatch approximately an equal number 
of cockerels and pullets. 
Nothing can be told from tho size 
and shape of an egg whether it is fer­ 
tile or infertile, or whether it would 
hatch a cockerel or a pullet, but the 
shape of an egg is a characteristic 
which is transmitted to the offspring. 
Therefore, use as breeders only the 
hens which produce eggs of correct 
size and shape.

eleventh annual Farmers* fair. 
The 
lair brought back more graduates and 
tonner students of the college than 
any other one event of the university 
year. 
Many regard the 
hard 
work, 
hearty co-operation and business train­ 
ing involved in conducting such an 
enterprise as the most valuable single 
experience the student gets. 
Others 
regard this as the 
greatest 
student 
stunt in the United States. 
Be this as it may, the fair was of 
sufticient interest anil importance to 
induce W. J. Bryan to visit it and 
deliver the opening address. 
In in­ 
troducing Mr. Bryan, Dean F. ll. M uni- 
ford said: 
“In 1915 the Panama-Pa­ 
cific 
International 
exposition 
was 
opened by the president of the United 
States. 
In 1916 
the 
Midcontinental 
International F anners’ fair is now to 
be opened by the Honorable W illiam 
Jennings Bryan, ex-secretary of state.” 
After a brief address Mr. Bryan gave 
way to Mr. James Schermerhorn, who 
was in Columbia to deliver a Journal­ 
ism week address. 
In both the parade 
and 
the 
fair 
proper there was a pleasant mixture 
of comic floats and side shows with 
entertaining features of a high educa­ 
tional value. 
Each was the work of 
students; the 
main or only interest 
of the faculty being manifested b* 
attendance and by willingness to loan 
tile equipment of the various depart* 
mrnts. 
In the parade, the first prize 
was won by a float showing the pro­ 
gress made in tho veterinarians me­ 
thods of treating farm animals; and 
among the educational exhibits of the 
fair proper, first prize went to the 
students of the dairy department, for 
an excellent display of milk products, 
[ most of which can be made and used 
on the average farm.

Co-Operation Has Proved a Great Boon 
to Thousands Who Own Farms 
— Other Topics That Are 
of Interest. 


Chillicothe, Mo., May 13.—Co-opera- 
tion has proved a great boon to thou­ 
sands of farm ers in other states. 
We 
are often told that farmers won’t work 
together because each one is so firmly 
wedded to the idea of doing things his 
own way. 
It is true that men in the 
country are compelled to 
think 
for 
themselves and work out plans which 
are different from those used by oth­ 
ers, but when it becomes necessary 
for them to work together they can 
do so very effectively . This is clearly 
shown by a number of Carroll county 
groups, written by W. M. Cook, who 
is county agent. 
Co-Operative Beef Club. 
For thirty years a beef 
club 
has 
been in operation in Prairie township, 
Carroll county. 
The rules and plans 
of the club are now' so well organized 
that it may be regarded as a model 
to be followed with profit by many 
other sections of the state. 
Butcher­ 
ing takes place every Friday after­ 
noon and the carcass is divided among 
sixteen 
families. * Similar 
organiza­ 
tions have succeeded 
very 
well 
in 
many other parts of the country. 
It 
is quite generally customary for each 
family to receive a different portion 
of the carcass so that in a few weeks 
or months any unequal division w hich 
may occur one week will be counter­ 
balanced by a corresponding advant­ 
age or disadvantage in later weeks. 
Sometimes each family in turn fur- 
lishes an animal approved by a com­ 
mittee of the club and does the butch­ 
ering. 
Sometimes the committee pur­ 
chases and butchers the animal with­ 
out calling on any members of the 
dub and then sells the meat. 
In this 
case we have practically co-operative 
buying from members of the organi­ 
zation, but without profit to those w ho 
sell what they have bought for that 
purpose. 
An Ice Club. 
A number of enterprising farmers 
mimed an ice club made up of men 
iv ho join in purchasing a wagon load 


I »f ice from a neighboring town and 
iistribute it to the members* of the 
dub. In some sections a possible out­ 
growth of the idea might be a com­ 
munity ice house, especially if a group 
if homes were clustered about a cross 
oads, but where artificial ice is avail- 
tble it is often cheaper and always 
nore sanitary than that obtained in 
.vinier from ponds or streams.

“ This njental male revolution was 
sorely needed both in England and in 
Germany. 
I feel that in helping* to 
down Get many, as the w omen of Eng­ 
land, France, Italy and Russia are do­ 
ing, by their physical work, we are 
putting down the great enemy of wo­ 
mankind. 
The kaiser, you know, has 
always frustrated the efforts of Ger­ 
man women to rise from their subor­ 
dinate position, and he typifies the 
attitude of the German men. 
At that, 
however, the German women will have 
to fight out their own salvation after 
Hic war, along with the men. 
They 
won’t get any help from us. There has 
been too much internationalism here­ 
tofore. 
Now, it will be a matter for 
each nation to solve many of its own 
problems, and in particular the Ger­ 
man nation. 
“ England has been driven out. of 
conservatism at last. W e women have 
i bown English 
men 
that 
we are 
\ orth something, that we are not in­ 
ferior creatures. I am sure that if wo- 
: on laid had a say in the conduct of 
lie war England 
would 
have been 
leady quicker. 
One 
of our misfor­ 
tunes has boon that the young men, 
the open-minded men, -have gone to 
the front to fight, 
leaving 
the 
old, 
f low minded men in 
charge. 
Take 
he case of the effort to get steel hel­ 
mets for the men so that they might 
ho protected from bullets and espec­ 
ially from bits 
of 
exploding shells. 
After these helmets had proven use­ 
ful in France Hie old men in England 
were still discussing the advisability 
of using them. 
“ If women had been in charge of 
Hie supplying of their soldiers with 
protecting helmets, 
do 
you suppose 
they would have hesitated to manu­ 
facture them in a hurry? Women are 
too efficient for that. Besides, their 
very love would have urged them on. 
Possibly the largest lesson for men 
in this war as regards us is that wo­ 
men know howr to do men’ work, and 
(.Hen better 
than 
men 
themselves. 
English women 
are 
driving 
motor 
cars, are working in the factories, on 
the farms, everywhere. 
In England 
we have once more learned the les­ 
son of the digniv of labor 
with 
the 
hands, and with women’s hands at 
that. 
“ Today no woman in England, no 
matter what her rank, is 
afraid to 
j work, and this is a lesson we in Eng­ 
land will not forget after the war. 
That’s one reason why I have always 
admired the 
people 
in 
the 
United 
States—they appreciate the honor of 
labor, of hard work, 
and 
are 
not 
ashamed of it. God pity them if their 
wealth makes them ever forget this 
truth. 
“ This dignity of labor, of woman’s 
labor, is going to have a large in­ 
fluence on the marriage question, on 
the question of population. 
It has 
been asked: 
‘What will become of 
the young men of Europe of marriage­ 
able age after the war is over, when 
there are not enough husbands to go 
around or when the men feel them­ 
selves too poor to get married and as­ 
sume the responsibilities 
of 
family 
life.’ 
“ Well, the women who must go un­ 
married will bear their hard lot as 
they have always borne it; they will 
work and keep contributing their ser­ 
vices to the nation, in a greater de­ 
gree than in the past. 
But we must 
admit that a happy marriage is the 
only sensible thing for any woman, 
and I think that the marrying man’s 
fear of poverty will be gotten around 
in this way: 
Women are ready to 
work now* outside of

New' H aven system , that it “disclosed 
one of the most glaring instances of 
m aladm inistration revealed in all the 
history of Am erican railroads.” 
A reasonable estim ate of the loss of 
the New H aven by reason alone of 
“w aste 
and 
m ism anagem ent,” 
the 
commission places at an am ount be­ 
tw een sixty million dollars and ninety 
millions dollars. 
For m any a year 
to 
come 
these 
transactions are to be a drain upon 
the Newr H aven's resources and the 
employes are expected to do constant­ 
ly increasing labor without a corre­ 
sponding increase in pay in order to 
make up this “loot." 
No wonder Mr. Elliott W'ould like to 
have the public forget and “let the 
dead past bury its dead.” 
But the 
ghost of highly inflated “capital se­ 
curities” cannot so easily be disposed 
of. 
Mr. Elliott presents statistics, but 
does not allow' in these figures tor the 
fact th at the basis of an eight-hour 
work day already exists on a num ber 
of railroads. 
He does not allow' for 
the fact that the demand for an eight- 
hour day does not affect the hundreds 
of thousands of train 
employes 
in 
passenger 
service 
throughout 
the 
United States. 
Much stress is laid by Mr. Elliott 
on the fact th at “only 18 per cent of 
the railway now absorbs 28 per cent 
of the railw ay’s pay roll.” 
He fails 
to m ention the very im portant fact 
that his 18 per cent constitutes the 
most skilled of the employes who are 
bearing a greater responsibility and 
running greater risks than any other 
class of railw ay employes. 
It would 
be just as convincing if Mr. Elliott 
would show the large 
salaries 
re­ 
ceived by a com paratively few higher 
adm inistrative officials, as com pared 
to the total expense of adm inistration 
alongside of the numerous lesser offi­ 
cials and clerks. 
It is claimed by Mr. Elliott that this 
is a poor time to m ake a demand for 
an increase in pay. 
If, in these prosperous times, it is 
a “poor time," the employes are at a 
loss to know' when would be a good 
time. 
They w ere told early in the 
year of 1915 by the federal arb itra­ 
tion board th at “no im provem ent in 
their conditions of em ploym ent could 
be granted, because there was a de­ 
pression in the railroad business at 
that tim e.”

now Mr. Elliott comes forward and 
claims that im provem ent in working
